MONTREAL. Que.. June 17.—Gov­ 
ernment ownership and “democratic 
operation'* of railroads was demand­ 
ed in a resolution passed today by 
the annual convention of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor. 
The language of

Gompers took the floor only after 
It seemed certain the convention was 
willing to put the American Federa- J 
tlon of Labor on record for govern­ 
ment ownership and operation of the 
railroads provided in 
the

plan. 
Gompers received no applause at 
the conclusion of his speech. 
Cries 
for a vote filled the convention hall. 
Enthusiasm for government owner­ 
ship seemed as strong as ever. 
The vote was 29,068 to 8,348. It 
came at the end of a two day bat­ 
tle, the bitterest which‘has torn or­ 
ganised labor in years. 
Gompers Defeated 
The result was a complete defeat 
Of Samuel Gompers, veteran presi­ 
dent of the Federation. It is regard­ 
ed as the only real setback Gomp­ 
ers has received in years. 
Cheers shook the convention hall 
[When the vote was announced. 
Miners and railroad workers com­ 
bined to bring about Gompers’ 
de­ 
feat. Gompers fought hard 
to 
kill 
the resolution, 
personally 
taking 
the floor just before the vote. Ile re­ 
ceived no applause. 
Gompers warned that under gov­ 
ernment ownership two million rail­ 
road workers would become govern­ 
ment employes. 
Government 
em­ 
ployes, he declared, were 
deprived 
of many 
political 
and 
economic 
rights under Presidents 
Cleveland, 
Taft and Roosevelt. 
Among those who fought Gompers 
were Secretary Morrison, Secretary 
William Green of the miners. Presi­ 
dent Johnston of the International 
Machinists’ Union 
and 
Delegate 
James Franklin of the boilermak­ 
ers' union. 
The Gompers faction early in the 
fight raised the cry of 
“socializa­ 
tion of American 
industry.” 
They 
made it clear they favored govern­ 
ment control, but were opposed to 
government ownership.

More than .'OO 
members attended the meeting, the 
first held in a number of years, and J 
which was presided over by 
C. C. 
Teague of Santa Paula, vice presi­ 
dent of the organization. 
G. Harold Powell, general manag­ 
er of the exchange, delivered an in­ 
structive address on the subject of 
“citrus decay.” 
He 
also 
warned 
the growers that a real menace was 
faced in the Industry, due to cheap 
Italian lemons, which, because of the 
low tariff, can be shipped to Ameri­ 
ca and sold in the east for less than 
It costs to grow them in California 
While it was stated $55,000,000 was 
returned to California as a result of 
the citrus industry, it was pointed out 
that the loss by decay, according 
I to a government estim ate, amounted 
I to from $500,000 to $1,500,000 a year. 
It was explained that during the 
World War there was a tendency to 
let down on efficiency among labor­ 
ers engaged In picking 
the 
fruit, 
and that because of this there were 
more complaints of decay than had 
been received before the war. 
Referring to 
the 
Sicilian grown 
fruit, Mr Powell pointed out that 
the only way to compete with Italy 
was to produce a better lemon 
in 
, California than could be grown in 
I Italy, and that this could be done by 
more careful handling, and by send­ 
ing the fruit to m arket 
in 
better 
condition.

ANAHEIM, June 17.—The Califor­ 
nia Adobe and Concrete Construc­ 
tion Company, composed principally 
of Anaheim men, among whom are 
Thos. Crawford and Henry M. Adams, 
are about to start the m anufacture j 
of adobe brick with their new pro­ 
cess. 
For this purpose the company has 
purchased from a Dos Angeles party 
through the Orange County Realty 
Company of this city, five acres of 
adobe land on Main street, Los An­ 
geles, Just south of Slausen June-; 
tion. Inside of thirty days work will 
be in full blast and the company 
expects to be able to manufacture 
sufficient brick each day for a six 
room bungalow. 
Concrete brick is being made in 
large quantities by several manufac­ 
turers, but they are made by hand 
and are far inferior to those to be I 
turned out by this new company, as 
the brick to be manufactured
